In compliance with your Minute of the 12th ultimo upon the accompanying - letter, 
addressed to you at the instance of the Secretary of State, we have the honour to submit the 
information required therein. 

!• Tli e appointment and payment of the Roman-catholic chaplains in all the gaols of 
Ireland, as well as the allocation of their spiritual duties, are regulated by the 7th"Geo. 4, 
c. 74 ; and it will be seen that they are placed on exactly the same footing as the chaplains’ 
of the other denominations specified in the sections 68, 69, and 70, which vve annex: 

LXVIH. And be it further enacted, that it shall and may be lawful for each and every 
grand jury in Ireland, and they are hereby required at any assizes or presenting term, to 
appoint a proper and discreet person, being duly ordained in holy orders and of the Esta- 
blished Church, to be chaplain of the several gaols of and in their respective counties, 
counties of cities, and counties of towns ; and it shall and may be lawful for every such 
grand jury, if they shall be so required by the court, also to appoint a proper and discreet 
person, being a Protestant dissenting minister, to be Protestant dissenting chaplain thereof; 
and also, if they shall be so required by the court, to appoint a priest or clergyman of the 
Roman-catholic Church, to be Roman-catholic chaplain thereof: Provided always, that 
every person so appointed shall be approved of by the court, and that where there is only 
one gaol of such county, county of a city, or county of a town, in the appointment of such 
chaplain, preference shall be given to some clergyman of the Established Church officiating 
within the parish in which the gaol shall be situated, if duly qualified; and in like manner 
to some Protestant dissenting minister, and some clergyman of the Roman-catholic Church, 
if duly qualified, acting as such within the said parish. 

LXIX. And be it further enacted, that every such chaplain shall read prayers in the said 
gaol for which he shall be appointed on every Sunday in the year ; to wit, the Protestant 
chaplain of the Established Church to such of the prisoners as shall be Proteslants of the

Established Church, and the Protestant dissenting minister to such of the prisoners who 
shall he Protestant Dissenters, and the Roman-catholic chaplain to such of the prisoners as 
shall be Roman-catholics ; and that every such chaplain shall likewise visit each of the said 
prisons twice at least in every week, exclusive of his attendance on Sunday; shut on such 
Visits he shall go into every room and cell in the prison wherein any prisoner so with n h s 
charge shall be confined, and converse with and exhort such of the said pi isonei s respectively 
as are willing to listen to his admonitions ; and that each of the said chaplains shall attend eveiy 
malefactor in their respective prisons who shall be within h,s charge as aforesaid, or who 
may desire liis assistance, previous to and down to the time of lus execution, m o del to 
administer to such prisoner or prisoners the functions of lus holy office , and that every such 
chaplain shall by alternate weeks, on the days appointed for the delivery of provisions or 
serums the sam/ to the prisoners, inspect in liis turn the bread or other provisions provided 
for an? prisoner of whatsoever religion, and take care that the same are of good and whole- 
some quality, and of sufficient weight; and every such chaplain shall keep a journal in 
which he shall enter the time of his attendance on the performance of lus duty with any 
observations which may occur to him in the execution thereof, to be produced when re- 
quired to the Board of Superintendence. 

LXX. And be it further enacted, that it shall and may he lawful for the grand jury, at 
the spring assizes and Easter term in every year after such appointment, to present a rea- 
sonable sum, not exceeding the sum of one hundred pounds and not being less than fifty 
pounds in the county and county of the city of Dublin, and not exceeding fifty pounds nor 
bein'" less than thirty pounds within any other county or county of a city or county ot a 
town in Ireland, for every such chaplain, as a recompense for his services aforesaid ; pro- 
vided it shall fully appear to said grand juries respectively, and to the court or judge, that 
such chaplains duly and regularly executed the several duties of their said offices respec- 
tively ; and that the sums presented for all the chaplains aforesaid in one prison or district 
shall be of the same amount, unless the share, or any part of the share of either, shall at 
any time he withheld by reason of any misconduct or neglect of duty. 

2. There exist besides, in the greater number of gaols in this country, bye laws, which 
relate to the chaplains among other officers. These bye laws, which derive their force from 
the sanction of the Court of Queen’s Bench, a sanction accorded only when they are not 
inconsistent with the regulations of this Act” (s. 4, of the 7th Geo. 4, , c * 74 )> do not 
of course limit or control the statutable powers conferred by the sections recited above, but 
on the contrary, are framed so as to extend, and to give them further effect ; such as, 
for instance, to enable chaplains of the several communions equally and uniformly to 
delegate the performance of their duties in the event of illness, or necessary absence, to 
their respective curates or substitutes, when the names of the latter have been submitted to, 
and approved by the Hoard of Superintendence, a body which corresponds with that of the 
visiting justices in England, but is practically of a more permanent character, and of a less 
variable composition. 

In some gaols also, the chaplains are required to attend the schools from time to time, 
and to examine the prisoners, on whose discharge they are bound to certify whether their 
proficiency corresponds with the record of the registry of progress. 

3. We have further to submit a return of the number of prisoners now confined in the 
several Irish gaols (distinguishing Catholics, members of the Church of England, and 
Protestant Dissenters), and also of the chaplains of each denomination, together with 
their respective salaries. 

It will be perceived that in some prisons the office of Presbyterian Chaplain remains 
vacant ; the appointment of such .having been omitted in consequence of the non-committal, 
or the rare committal of prisoners of that persuasion in these localities. 

In all cases, liowevev, where a Protestant Dissenter is confined in a gaol, to which no 
chaplain of the same creed has been nominated, every facility is given by the Board of 
Superintendence, upon the requisition of the prisoner, to the admission of any recognised 
minister for the purpose of discharging his spiritual functions, with the understanding that 
he shall conform to the laws to which the regular chaplains are subject.
